Afier n fow prellminnry remarks, tho & or
touched upon the negro quoestion, and sald that
it wan now plaln, if it had never been before,
(hat universal suffrage wok anpopalkre with o
sajority of the voters of the Uniled States. o
T to that lssue belng successfally forood
npon the party by the Demoorals, and eited
(.Em s an example of the weakness of the
canse. It was the strongest abolitlon State in
the Unlon, bnt nevertheless 1t fallod to poll n
full half of the tolal vote In favor of glving Lhe
ripht of suflrage to the nogro, e did not ba-
lleve thint noy man who belleved In the funcda-
mental principle of our Government, namely,
that all men wers ereanted free and equal, wak
pghlnst Lhe eénfranchisemepl of Lhe ovlored
man, but the enuke Was nol yet popular. The
Hepubilean party, continued the spoaker, 1s
withont donbt Lhe party 1o which the loyal pao-
Il:l- of the country natarally clupg, but o the

inste of 1ty Jonders, the victories which justly
belonged Lo it were permitled to slip from s
grasp. The guestion now arises, How shall wo
shape our gourse 50 A8 Lo Insure tho complation
of the work #o well began ?

In milltary malters, tor Inetance, where a
small army Is confronted by o lnrge and power-
ful foree of the énemy, the smanll army often
makes up s disparity o numbers by strategy:
and how often linve wé seen where superior
forees have been worsled and completoly de
fented by Lthe smaller Lhronegl this little matler
Of strategy! As lo mllitary mnllers, so It now
becumes the duly of the Hepublioan party to
neh, A greal portion of our people~men oven
who bave herstofore voled with the Heputli-
can pariy—are opposed tosome of the maasuates
of our lenders; and why? It s sot beosuse
thene mensures are nnjust, or in kny maooer
wrmlf. bul because they rogard them as lm-
practicable and premature. It was a long
while pefore the mnsses could see the propriaty
and justice of emancipation., bul when the
war developed Lhe necessity of such action, and
the people saw Lhe benefits to be derived Lhere
from, men who had looked upon slavery ns a
mere soolal evil, advised the emancipation of
the slaves, and when the lamented Lincoln
declared them free, a grateful and hearty
amen echoed agaln and again throughoulthe
whole enlightened world, As [t was Lhon, so it
would be now, If the popular mind was
educated up to the same standard that it was
after the first year of the war, But It s not;
and asthere are fow men who love their conniry
that would like tosee ber pinuged Intos long nnd
bloody war—which ocertalnly could end to the
advantage of none—IL Is beétter, far better, that
wo enorifios a tithe of onr fesliogs than Lo pash
on in madness, and pt length rain all

The time will no doubt come, when all men
a8 with one volte, shall decree Lo the eolore
man thesame rights they aax for themselves:
then they will be educated to see Lhe justice o
recognizing all men as free and equal befors
God and the lnws of their country. But that
time is not now—nor i= 1t, perhaps, within the
next year; and the more our leaders endeavor
to foree 1, the less are the chanoces .or sucoess.
IL Ig & problem of vast impaortance Lo the world
at large, ag well as to our own conntry, and one
whiah, all the signs Indicate, cannot be worked
out in & moment, but which, as the tide of
affulrs goes onward and men become more en-
lightened, will solve Itself,

Ihe Republican party Is one of progress,
When that party ceascs its indastry and rami-
fieatlons, that moment the maehinery of pro-
gmlveLFovemmem halts, and the golden an-
poriunitdes now offered to the poor and lowly
0o become men among men, with ablliit
enough to take oare of thelr own Interests, will
be snatohed from thelr grasp—perhaps forever.
The problem of universial suffrage would be
throtiled before It had life enough to make
ligelfl heard, and all the fratts caltivated with
s0 much toll and lubor durlng the past few
years would be seattered to thewinds ofheaven,
Now, then, sald the speaker, to place ourselves
in a position w harvest these [rulls, we must
be powerful—to be powerful, woe must first be
sueccessful,

This much ncknowledged, the question arises,
How sball we be powerful? The root from which
our evary effort as na riy springs is justice!
Justioe 1o all, be he rieh or poor, white or blnolk,
and we enn only be just when we are powerfal.
To me, our duiy as Republicaps g plain, We
have bad ample evidenge thalt Lhe causa of
Hfl unlity 18 unpopular; nnd as the wise eaptain
of nebip will throw his eargo overboard in n
Btorm to eave hils ship, thal he may make sne-
olber effort In the right direetlon, so should the
Hepublionn party throw overboard now thosde
welghis whioh dreag the noble eraft of Unlon
and lberly gradually, but surely, down loto
the sea of defeat,

Thls is plain language: It may be harsh, and
by some considered unjust; but let Lthat be as it
way, 1t is troe, and I would assure every man
who wishes the sucoess of the Republienn party,
thai, unless thils course Is pursued, our noblo
craft will founder in mid oecean by the welght
which olings to her, And now let rne ask 1 It
I8 pot better, when we se® wreck and rnin
ftaring us in the fioe, to make an effort to save
Eolne portion than to risk losing the whole?
